Full Text or tho Prorogation 

Speech. 



Ottawa, May 20. 
Colors wer« presented to the Governor 
General's Foot Guards by Lady DnfTerin. 
Thoro was a largo antl very unruly crowd 
present. 

Tho Governor-Conoral prorogued Par- 
liament at three o'clock this aftoruoou. 
Tho following is HisE.^celloncy's spoocli: 
Honorable Gentlemen of the Senate; G,:nlle- 
men o/ the llousa of Commons. 

I am glad that at a comparatively early 
period of tho season I am able to relieve 
you froui further attondanco iu Parlia- 
ment. I thank you for tho devotion you 
have shown to the publio interest in the 
earnest prosecution of tbe work of the 
session. I congratulate you uponliavmg 
passed an election law adajitod to tho re- 
quiromonta of tho rospoctive ProvincoT, 
and I trust that this law, with the amend- 
ed act for tho trial of controverted elec- 
tions, will result in securing fui tho fa- 
ture pure antl peaopful elections. 'l,ie 
measure you have pa.sscd, providing for 
thu cuustruotiou of tho Canadian Paoitio 
Railway, will enable my Govornment to 
proceed as soon as practicable with" such 
jiortions of the work as are necessai-y to 
sncure communication with the interior 
and with British Columb'a. I hope that 
the law for the ostablishniont of n Mili- 
tary College will bo found to fulfil its de- 
sign in secnring a class of thoroughly 
educated officers for tha militia service. 
I trust that the other measures you have 
adopted with so much unanimity will 
likewise prove beneficial to the country. 
Gentlemen of th* House of Commons: 

I thank you for tho readiness with 
which you have mado ])rovi.iion for an an- 
ticipated deficiency and crranted the .tnp- 
iilies for tho Public Services. 
llnnnrable ( roitleiiien of Oie Senate; Gentle- 
men of the [louse of Commons : 

I trust that the moustires I have caused 
to be taken for the preservation of tho 
peace in the Northwest Territories will 
bo efl'ectual in preventing the spirit of 
lawlessnesB so much to be feared m these 
vast unsettled regions, and in maintaining 
friendly relations with'the Indian tribes. 
Tho negotiations in jirogress relative to 
tho compensation due to Canada under 
tho Treaty of Washington, will , I hope, 
roaliza our expectations. We have ro.isou 
to rejoice that within our borders are 
peace and prosperity and I pray that the 
country may continnolly enjoy theso in- 
estimable blessings. 

Dominion Mail Sunimarry. 

Ottawa, May, 25. 
Tho Senate to-day managed to get 
through with all the tneasnres which wero 
before 9 o'clock. They did not venture to 

make any amendment to tho Pacific Kail- 
way Bill, l)ut a good deal of time was oc- 
cupied in its disctts.sion. 

An important de|iutation was received 
by tho Hon. Mr. Mnckcnzio on Saturday. 
Tho ol)j[o(;t of tho deputation was to pro- 
sent a memorial to the Premier signeci by 
eighty members of tho House urging on 
the Govornmantto explore tho lino of the 
Huron and Ottawa Railway, from Otta- 
wa City to Parry Sound before daciding 
on the lino to bo added by tho Govern- 
ment as subsidiary lo the Pacific Bail- 
way. The Hon. Alalcolm Cameron was 
spokesman, and read the memorial. Tlie 
Premier promiBed comi)liance with tho 
wishes of the memorialists. 

Ottawa, ]\ra\ 23. 

There are tlirco hundred cases of small 
pox in Hu 1 to-day. |Thirty deaths have 
occurred already this week. There wero 
fourteen the day before veslcrday. To- 
day six are lyin^dead within a radius of 
two hundred yards. One doctor has thir- 
ty-four cases on hand. The death rate is 
two iu ftro. This fact accounts for the 
sudden exodus of members. 

The English directors of tho Grand 
Trunk iirosfantod Mr. Erydges with 
000 sterling prior to his relinquishing 
the mansgemeBt of the Bailway.

Sis days hard work, wot constantly, and 
tliu Toyagor may arrive at tho lliul.son 
B;iy trftdiiig post, sixty miles up the swift 
anil dangerous stream called tho Stickoou. 
Such, however, was the good fortune of 
the writer on his flratand last canoe jour- 
ney. At tho Fort campd almost all tho 
pnssengor.-i :ib.'\niloncd bo;its and oanoos. 
taking tiin sti'iiniin- fllenora. Even tliis 
method is badiuul risky in tlio oxtronio. 
Wo wero run into tho river banks many 
times, and on onu occasion tho passen- 
gers saved the boat by tow'ug or she 
would inevitably have drifted on tho 
rooks, which wero almost perpandiouhir, 
and a fearful loss of life must havo result- 
ed. On tho arrival of tho steamer Hope, 
all tho pasiougors spoke highly of Capt. 
Parsons, at least all with whom your cor- 
respondent conversed. It is believed that 
pack animals will bo into the mines by 
the 15ih of June.

TiiK Death of Kitty Clark— Cokoner's 
Inquest. — Judge Pemborton nuniinoned 
a jury 3-estorday and proceeded to hold 
an iiKjuost into tho causo that led to tho 
death of Kitty Clark, whose siulden do- 
iniso was reiiorted in this paper on Sun- 
day.

The 
buggy was righted, and Kitty, whose 
face was bleeding, sat up and laughed. 
She was placed in tho buggy and Jlaggie 
got in with hor and they drovo ofl'tov ards 
town. Dr. Powell, who was called to 
look at deceased after death, certified that, 
ho found bruises on tho riglit temple of 
deceased and a bruise on tho loft hand.

the jiarticular mention of it in i\Iilton 
and Ohoadlo's work and observing tho' 
it might not ooiiio strictly under tho 
diseharco of his ollicial duties, yet a few 
observations na conveying a stranger's ini- 
pi-es.siona might ])orhaps not bo out of 
tho way. 'The country Iicd grtot natural 
beauties, .tiuI great natural advantages, 
but in pan.'^iiig thro' it ho could not fail 
to i)flrceivo that each locality was ajipar- 
ontly resting its hopes uiion tho Railway 
route psssiiig through it. Ho would 
suggest to them whatever might bo tho 
ultimate decision on that point, ns to 
their looi^lit^ noi; to build too much upon 



.A however, in tho absence of roads, was ron- 
dored comparatively unaTftilablo owing 
to a few rai)ids and obstructions in the 
Eraser from i'lile to Lytton, and the 
Thompson from Lytton to Kamloops 
Lako. In that distance of ono hundred 
miles, thero were long stretches of navi- 
gable waters, and as far as a casual 
observation from tho road along side 
enabled him to judge tho obstructions 
wero notinsiirinouiitablo. AVhen a river 
can be uied for towage as thi.i was, thero 
waa nothing to prcront its being cleared 
for navigation. Ho observed nothing 
worse than the Rapids which existed on 
tho River St John, between Fixdorickton 
and the Cirand Palls, a distance of 130 or 
1 11) niiles.and wliieli wore blasted out and 
made naviagble for steamars, and there 
was nothingapproaching the cedars or 
fjongSaulton tho St, Lawrence, down 
which steamers go ovory day. Tho stoa- 
mor whioh can eomo up against the 
current between Hope and Yale can stem 
tho current between Yalo and Kamloop.^, 
and tho whole i)rodncts of tho country 
could bo carried down, compared to the 
l)rosent exponsi.' at almost a nominal rate, 
whilo tho freight oouhl bo brought ii)) 
probably at two-thirds loss. If ho was 
rightly infoimsd the freight now from 
Yalo to Snvoua wa.^ on an average eight v 
dollars por ton and from forty to Ijfty 
dollars down ; and from Savona to Kam- 
loops it is eight dollars up and five down, 
showing thrill a wonderful inducement to 
tho settlenioiit ef this portion of the 
country from tho water communication 
was made available. The total difference 
of elevation as far as he could learn bo 
tweeii Kamloops and Ho|)o of the water 
level was 801) feet or 8 ft a mile. A rail- 
way gradient of 1,5 ft. was a low gradient. 
Tho removal ' f the obstructions would 
equalise the current. The simple ques 
tion was what \r(iiild bo tho cost, tliiit 
ould bo determined by tho exploration 
and report of a compotont enffinoor. 'Tho 
expense of obtaining sueha report would 
not woigh very heavily ujjon tlinresourcos 
of llio country.
